Reason for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the application is 
allowable for the reasons set forth on page 4 of the Applicant's response filed on March 22, 2005 
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and the reasons for allowance stated in the non-final office action mailed on December 28 th , 
2004, which is hereby incorporated by reference. 

6. As noted therein, the claimed invention requires inter alia the inclusion with each data 
file of parameters relating to intended recipients, data to be presented, associated options to be 
presented, and system responses to selected options; and that the transmitting entity-defined 
hierarchy of presentations to recipients is defined with each data file itself whereas the closest 
prior art Zirngibl teaches separate configurations of the data processing system itself to act upon 
certain data structures, but it does not teach or suggest the hierarchical presentations of the data 
to recipient as being a function of specific hierarchical parameters of each data file itself.
